We  have  had  this  year  two  experienced  teachers  in  our  schools. 
The  children  have  attended  well  and  shown  interest  with  good 
advancement. 

Marked  interest  was  shown  in  our  Center  school  by  teacher  and 
children,  two  entertainments  being  held  in  the  town  hall.  The 
proceeds  were  used  to  purchase  six  wall  maps  for  the  school  room. 
It  was  commendable  of  the  children  and  we,  as  a  board,  take  this  op- 
portunity to  express  our  thanks  and  the  thanks  of  the  citizens  of 
the  town  to  the  children  and  teacher  for  their  interest  in  securing 
these  majDS. 

Mr.  AVhippie's  children  were  transported  to  the  Center  school; 
Martin  Swett  attended  school  at  Sullivan,  14  weeks'  tuition,  at  90 
cents  per  week,  amounting  to  $13.60;  bill  came  too  late  to  be  paid 
this  year.     One  pupil  attended  high  school  at  Keene,  Ethel  Wliippie. 

Three  commenced  the  fall  term  and  are  attending  Hancock 
high  school,  Mildred  Schultz,  Mabel  Cook  and  Marion  Cutter. 
Beatrice  Thibodeault  attended  Hancock  high  school  4  weeks. 

We  recommend  the  district  raise  $200  for  high  school  tuition. 
Detailed  report  of  schools  as  follows : 

CENTER  SCHOOL. 

The  school  was  taught  by  Miss  Edna  K.  Russell  of  Marlow, 
who  won  the  confidence  of  children  and  parents  alike.  The  chil- 
dren have  advanced  under  her  teaching  with  much  credit  to  Miss 
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Eussell.  Length  of  school  for  year^  34  weeks.  Wages  of  teacher, 
including  board,  $42  per  month.  Whole  number  of  different  pupils 
registered,  spring  term,  26 ;  fall,  26 ;  winter,  23.  Average  daily  at- 
tendance, spring,  22.43 ;  fall,  9.96 ;  winter,  6.78.  Cases  of  tardiness, 
total  for  the  year,  13.  Visits  by  school  board,  18;  by  parents  and 
others,  63.    Pupils  not  absent  or  tardy,  spring,  9 ;  fall,  4;  winter,  10. 

SOUTH  STODDAED. 

Miss  Elmar  I.  Shedd  taught  this  school  the  entire  year.  Having 
already  taught  6  years  previous,  she  has  conducted  this  school  ad- 
mirably. The  children  have  made  fine  progress  and  the  school  has 
had  a  very  successful  year.  Length  of  school,  33  weeks,  2  days. 
Wages  of  teacher,  spring  term,  $38  per  month,  which  includes 
board,  $16  or  $4  per  week;  fall  and  winter  terra,  $38,  includes 
board,  $14  or  $3.50  per  week.  Whole  number  of  different  "pupils 
registered,  spring,  19;  fall,  15;  winter,  12.  Average  daily  attend- 
ance, spring,  13.31;  fall,  13.65;  winter,  11.94.  Cases  of  tardiness, 
total  for  year,  8.  Visits  by  school  board,  11;  by  parents  and  others, 
64.     Pupils  not  absent  or  tard}^,  spring,  8;  fall,  10;  winter,  11.
